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The value of a military victory is 
mousured by the victor's ability to

Originally, this had much to do 
with the image of an earlier war: 
the Six Day War. Israel, the Arabs 
argued, had committed aggres- 
sion, and their task was “erasing 
the traces of aggression." For 


Nasser personally, this would’ 
mean exoneration from the mis- 
takes and failures of May and 
June 1967: everything would be ag 
it was before (just as, in 1957, the 
status quo had been restored in 
large measure). 


Sadat, though not in need of 


personal exculpation on account 
of the Six Day War, Inherited that 
part of Nasser's thinking. In his 
speech of October 16, 1978 (hefore 
he knew that the fortunes of war 
had turned againat him), he made 
it clear that in réturn for complete 

_ withdrawal Israel would obtain a 
cease-fire, not peace. A peace con- 
ference, he suggested, would only 
convene following the completion 
of the Israeli withdrawal; 
territorlal queations relating to 
the 1967 boundaries could thus not 
be a subject of negotiations. What 
should be discussed at the con- 
ference were the claims of. the 
Palestinians — ina manner which 
would, hopefully, cause the 
further territorlal compreasion of 
Israel (into the 1947 boundaries, 
or, better still, the boundaries 
oupented in 1848 by Count Ber-. 
na 


otte, with ‘the Negev and 


Ellat going to the Arabs). 


ALONG WITH ALL this display of 

self-confidence, there are two 

apheres in Sadat's polltics which 

cause him great anxiety: 

domestic affairx and Inter-Arab- 
relations. Domestically,.the situa- 

tion ‘hae deteriorated steadily 

since the last war. Reviewing in- 
-ternal affairs on April 14 
(immediately -efter. dismissing 


duh Salim instead), Sadat spoke 
of an inadequate application of 
‘feconomic openness (i.e. 
Nberalization), of corruption and 
profiteering, and of runaway in- 
tlation as the outgoing 
government's basic failure. He 
went on to say that internal strife 
(“class struggie rather than the 
fusion of classes'') would ensue if 
these fallures were not overcome. 
Yet nobody in Egypt seems to 
belleve the new govornment 
capable of overcoming them. 
Sadat has also complained with 
unusual bitterness (to ‘‘al- 
Siyasa"') of the insufficient 
amounts of Arab ΟἹ] money going 
to Egypt. “We need more... We do 
not beg, but we do describe our 
(economic) situation." 

Insufficient aid is not the only 
reproach Sadat has for the leaders 
of other Arab statea. In the Inter- 
view with ‘‘al-Siyasa’”, he spoke of 
“clowns” in the Arab world who 
distorted his words and actions, 
He named only Mu'ammer Gad- 
dafl but catill using the plural) 
made it clear that he referred to 
all those who, before ihe 
breakdown of the last Kiselnger 
shuttle, had accused him of collu- 
sion with the U.S. 

Freedom of action for Egynt, 
however, is exactly what other 
Arab governments wiah to deny 
Sadat. This is particularly true of 
Syria. While Kissinger was st!ll 
shuttling, Assad signalled ao 
message to Sadat which, even 
against the background of ac- 
cumulated distrust, must have 
come as a shock: by his proposal 
to set up a jolnt Syrian-P.L.o. 
command and by his persistent 
wooing of Jordan, Asgad served 
notice that he wag preparing the 
ground for a new aituation in 
which Egypt would be considered 
to have-“opted out."' Assad would 
then proceed to work out a scheme 
for a "greater Syria." Tho P.L.O. 
would become a Syrian appen- 
dage and Assad would lord over 
both Jordah and Lebanon — since 
only he would then be strong 
enough to “protect"' them againat 
Israe). Egypt would thus be effec- 
tively barred from active par- 
ticipation in the future affairs of 
the Levant and the Fertile Cres- 


‘cent. Even-as a mere hint of what 


would be done in the last resort, it 
was enough to bring Sadat round, 
and he has since gone out of his 
way to atress Egypt's loyalty to 
the all-Arab cause. ν᾽ 
While domestic considerations 
might coneelvably produce a 
stimulus for speeding up a settle- 
ment, inter-Arab relations 
provide an incentive for {ntran- 
sigence. They combine to create 
growing presaure on the U.S. to 
identify with at least one of the 
two Arab claims — that of total 
withdrawal, (The othor --- the 
“rights-of-Palestinians’ clalm 
— seems, right. now, to ad- 
mit of a slight postponement.) 
This pressure will only succeed if 
the U.S,, and others in the outaide 
world, come to pereclve war ag 
the only possible alternative. War 
threats must, therefore, look 
Credible; so credible, perhaps 
that a war-threatening posture 
and actual preparation for war 
will become indistIngulshable. 


PRIVATE INCOMES in Israel did 
not goup at all last year. They will 
not go up this year either — If 
Finance Minister Yehoshua 


Rabinowitz has his way. 

And he may succeed. Not juat 
because the economic crisis is 
grave (it was always grave). 
There is something about his per- 
sonality. At first sight, he seema 
the last man to get anything done. 
He lacks chariama, to an extent 
which is almost engaging. The 
man ls slightly built, perpetually 
bowed (from peering short- 
sightedly at his papers}. His 
manner igs unassuming, meek, 
shy. He looks helpless, and 
evokes, instead of awe, protective 
feelings in the onlooxer. 


But might it not all be a pose? 1 
The recorded facta are that, since " 


taking over the economic 
leadership last summer, 


Rabinowitz has administered the ‘ 


bitterest medicine for financial 
ailments that Israelis have been 
made to swallow since the State 
was founded. And he js the only 
senior Cabinet Minister to have 
thus far almost entirely escaped 
attack in the presa. 


Perhaps an autocratic type - 


demanding sacrifices irritates his 
Usteners into refusal. The self- 
effacing Rabinowitz never wanted 
to be Finance Minister. When he 


tells the Histadrut that belts must 


be tightened, they probably feel 


unless they help him, He will ‘not 


know where to turn. 
Anyway, the system works. 
Like Clement Attlee, England's 


most homely Prime Miniater in 


memory, Rabinowitz un- 
dramatically and without fuss 
manages to get things done. In an 
evening interview held at ‘his 
Jerusalem office, he spelt out in 
detall some of his hard-line 
policies. Last July, before the 


handshakings on his appointment 
had even terminated, he was 


already slashing budgets and up- 


ping taxes. ‘‘We couldn't devalue . 
yet, heads were still in the clouds, 
The economy was over-busy. If we 
had devalued then, we wouldn't 
have achieved anything. We had 


- to slow things down first.” 


AFTER THREE or four months 
came Part Two of his cutting- 
down-to-size programme -— the 3 
devaluation in November. "1 - 
think we saved the economy from 
collapse."’ The reserves had been 
dropping at the. rate of $100m.- 
150m. a month, They started going 


up again, - : 


In February came another 
dose: new taxes, to collect 
11.1,500m. for the exchequer. That 
was Part Three.

Trouble is, chickens 
are not a dependable commodity, 
Sometimes there are more 
avullable for slaughter, 
somotimes there are fewer 
(because of the weather, or 
because of discases); and cven 
within a flock, some birds are 
bigger, some smaller. 

With commercial slaughter 
houses, which can store surpluses 
in deep-freeze for leaner seasons, 
the supply and demand can be 
regulated — allowing the price to 
remain fairly stable. Thia ls why 
ihe Government prefers frozen 
chickens. 

At first there was atiff con- 
sumer resistance to any chicken 
which was not freshly-alaughtered 
and “warm.” {In Hebrew, the 
fresh chickens are called “of 
ham'' — “hot chicken."') As 
recently as three years ago, only 
200 tons a month were sold frozen, 
I'm told by the Agriculture 
Ministry spokesman, Yigael 
Drucker.

The amaller, more expensive 
frozen birds, on the other hand, 
4re scarcely frozen for any time 
at all, he points out, and are sent 
out almost as soon ag they are 
slaughtered and frozen.

It chicken is frozen and stored 
Properly, it should not adversely 
affect the flavour or nutritional 
value. The Consumers’ Associa- 
tion report on chickens issues 
two warnings to shoppers: Do noi 
buy frozen chickens on which 
there is u layer of ice, This means 
that refrigeration has been faulty. 
Also, the frozen chickens should 
be uniformly light in colour. Do 
not buy if there are dark spols on 
the skin. 

Of course, having got used to 
these cheap frozen ¢ ckens, my 
question is whether the supply will 
continue. The Ministry of 
Agriculture told me last week that 
only a couple of hundred tons were 
left in Government warehouses, 


to the United Kingdom that Σ 
realized how often one could get 


simple, tasty and relatively inex- - 


pensive food in pubs, 

However, good simple food is a 
far cry from dishes that atir the 
imagination. Almost anyone can 
grilla gteak or chop, if they can 
afford it. Even in Engiand, where 
prices are atfll below those here, 
inflation has almost replaced the 
woather as the prime topic of con- 
versation. 

Tt was perhaps not by chance 
that on the same visit the one dish 
that struck my fancy as suitable 
for Israeli kitchens had its orlgin 
in traditionally poor Ireland.

UNFORTUNATELY, the type of 
coarse whole-wheat flour used by 
the Segrave-Daly family ja un- 
available in this country, In fact, 
they cannot even buy it In 
England and must send to Ireland 
for it. 

None the Jess, the Israeli cook 
could get quite a nice loaf by mix- 
Eng the wholewheat flour 
available in local health-food 
shops with a little wheatgerm. For 
a small loaf, mix two cups of flour 
with half a cup of wheatgerm, ad- 
ding half a teaspoon of cream of 
tartar and a quarter of a teaspoon 
of salt. 

To the dry ingredients, stir in 


4 enough sour milk to form a rather 


heavy sticky dough (about haif a 
cup or a little more should do the 
trick). If there is no sour milk, it 
can be made by adding a few 
drops of lemon juice to milk and 
letting it stand In a warm place for 
a quarter of an hour. On the other 
hand, there is no reason why 
perfectly good soda bread could 
not be made with leben. 

While the oven is heating to a 
medium high temperature, form a 
round loaf, somewhat Ike a very 
thick: plia, on a floured baking 
pan. With a knife make two in- 
cisions halfway through the loaf,
